Washington, Dec. 9.—Evidence that 
radicals in Mexico, with the knowl­ 
edge and support of President Car­ 
ranza, plotted to instigate a revolu­ 
tion in the United States and to seize 
the border states acquired by the 
American government in 1848, is con­ 
tained in the memorandum presented 
to President Wilson by Senator Fall 
of New Mexico, chairman of the for­ 
eign relations subcommittee investi­ 
gating the Mexican situation. 
Plans for the proposed revolution 
were obtained by the subcommittee 
from the minutes of a meeting last 
Oct. 16 in Mexico City of Lodge 23, 
an organization of extreme agitators 
and members of the Industrial Work­ 
ers of the World. The Mexican persi- 
dent is linked most directly with the 
plot through correspondence in which 
he recommended three men for spe­ 
cial consideration because of their 
connection with “the plan which they 
desire to put into practice in the 
state of Texas.” 
These men, the committee states 
have been identified as active agents 
of Lodge 23. 
The memorandum, 
which contains 
an abstract of the evidence collected 
by the committee, was delivered to 
the president by Senator Fall Friday 
night and made public late today. 
The notes of the Oct. 15 meeting 
of the radical lodge declare “there ap­ 
peared three delegates two Ameri­ 
cans and one Mexican, who had arriv­ 
ed from the United States and who 
claimed that 'the society* would be 
able, at the beginning of npxt No­ 
vember (that is, November, 1919), to 
call a general strike of all miners 
and metal workers in 
the 
United 
States; that they have 3,000,00 ad­ 
herents in that country, where they 
will be able to seize one western and 
two Atlantic ports; that a large num­ 
ber of American soldiers were prepar­ 
ing to take sides with them, and that 
they proposed to establish a capital 
of a reformed government 
of 
the 
United States in the state of Colo­ 
rado; that when such a revolution 
was successful, the Mexicans render­ 
ing their assistance, the border states 
which were acquired by the United 
States under the treaty of 1848 would 
be returned to Mexico.” 
The three men referred to are the 
same, the memorandum 
states, 
as 
those mentioned by Carranza in let­ 
ters of which the committee has se­ 
cured photostatic copies. The first of 
these letters, dated June 4, and ad­ 
dressed to Manuel Aguirre Berlanga.

“Senior Lino Cabello, bearer of this 
letter, is the person who, in company 
with two friends, will bring to you 
the manifestos and the plan which 
they desire to put into practice in the 
state of Texas. 
“This plan being very favorable 
for Mexico, please aid them in every 
way and give the necessary instruc­ 
tions in the frontier states. 
“I remain your affectionate friend, 
“V. CARRANZA.” 
The second letter dated Aug. 19 and 
addressed to the same government 
official follows: 
“The present letter wnll be deliver­ 
ed to you by Mr. Juan N. Garcia and 
the two friends from Texas, w-ho ac­ 
company him and, in accordance with 
our conversation, please give them 
the guarantees they solicit, as well a 
the pecuniary assistance they may 
desire. 
“I remain your friend affectionate- J

HOW TO GROW GOOD PECANS. 


C. T. Hogan, a citizen of Ellis coun­ 
ty, says the wild p ean trees cf Braz­ 
os county can be largely turn d into 
profitable annual crops by selecting 
seedling trees that have sprung

around a large old tree that blooms 
late enough to keep the frost or late 
cold weather from killing the young 
pecans that form on the end of the 
limb. 
These young trees will more 
than likely have the same habit and 
any good paper or thin she’l pecan 
budded on to these small trees will 
have the same habit of late blooming 
and vigorous growing and prolific 
bearing also—if the mother of the 
young grown has these good habits. 
How to do it: 
Organize pecan clubs of boys and
